A slight change in the resolution 
delayed the opening of the meeting. 
At the request of Third World 
delegations, a condemnation of 
Iran for the detention of U.S. 
hostages was eliminated to make 
Waldheim’s mission easier. 
Instead, the resolution “deplores" 
the hostage situation. 

Waldheim is doe In Teheran to- 
day after a stopover In Paris. He Is 
assured of a meeting with the ruling 
Revolutionary Council, whose 
members met with Khomeini 
yesterday. 

There was no Indication from the 
ayatollah that be would receive the 
UN chief, while students occupying 


the U.S. embassy in Teheran left 
open the possibility they would 
meet with him. But they reiterated 
that they would refuse to discuss 
the American hostages or allow 
him to see the captives. 

Tbe students had rejected 
Waldheim as a mediator on Sunday 
night as the Revolutionary Council 
met to decide that there was “no op- 
position 1 ' to his visiting Iran. But on 
Sunday night they announced 
agreement to see him In order to 
acquaint him with the deposed 
shah’s crimes and "the results of 
(President Jimmy) Carter's un- 
restrained support for thin inter 
national criminal.” 

Last night the students said that 
the Security Council's threat to im- 
pose economic sanctions on Iran 
would not make them soften their 
stand. 

A student spokesman said: "We 
are not afraid of economic sanc- 
tions. They’re not important for us 
or our people ...our position has not 
changed. We want the extradition 
of the shah." (UPI. Reuter)

Jerusalem Post that government

the Israeli grid — were rejected by 
the company prior to the decision. 

The company's board of direc- 
tors, who met immediately after 
company director Anwar 
Nusselbeh was presented with the 
government decision by Energy 
Minister Yi tzhak Moda'l at 10.80 
a. m., - protested and rejected the 
decision. Nusselbeh declared that 
the decision would be fought by 
“every legal means, including the 
High Court and the International 
Court at the Hague." 

- Hebron mayor Fahd Kawasma 
said that the company was “the 
property of tbe Palestinian people 
and Isn’t up for sale.” 

Explaining the government deci- 
sion, Energy Ministry spokesman 
Yitzhak Shomron told The Post 
yesterday that it was based “solely 
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-on technological and economic 
grounds.” He said the company's 
workers and shareholders would 
receive full compensation, as re- 
quired by Israeli law. 

The government decision, reach- 
ed several weeks ago, was taken by 
Moda'l after consultations with 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin. 

Shomron explained that for tbe 
past few years the company has 
been receiving two-thirds of tbe 
electricity It distributes from the 
Israel Electric Corporation. He also 
■aid that the company hod proved 
unable to supply electricity to 80 of 
the 130 Arab villages that lie within 
the concession area, and charged 
that the company was not conduc- 
ting itself In an orderly fashion, 
producing no balance sheets on 
time and requiring continuous ex- 
ternal financial and technical help. 

Nusselbeh, who conceded that 
“60 per cent” of the . company's 
electricity was supplied by the 
Israeli corporation, said that the

The chairman of El Al's board of 
directors. Avraham Shavit, will 
present to the economic cabinet to- 
day the retrenchment programme 
which is to put the national airline 
back on the road to profits. 

Racing against the clock last 
night, Shavit managed to reach an 
agreement with El Al's cabin atten- 
dants, only four hours before the 
deadline. 

Without agreements by midnight 
last night, Shavit would have 
recommended to the economic 
cabinet today that the airline be 
closed. 

El Al's board of directors yester- 
day gave their final official ap- 
proval to the agreements with all of 
the works committees. 

Two nerve-racking weeks of 
marathon talks between El Al 
management and various workers 
groups reached their climax last 
night with the agreement with the 
cabin attendants, the last of the 
workers to negotiate. 

The cabin attendants agreed to 
pay full Israeli taxes on both the 


Israeli and foreign currency com 
ponents of their salaries. 

The attendants and the manage- 
ment also agreed to set up a com- 
mittee of two cabin attendants, two 
management representatives and a 
neutral person to decide on issues 
regarding the cabin attendants' 
work arrangements. 

Shtazno Man adds; 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvltz 
last night told 27m? Jerusalem Post 
that El Al employees had given up 
benefits won over a long period of 
time, and had thus shown respon- 
sibility and understanding of the 
airline's difficult and dangerous 
situation. El Al, he said, had no 
choice but to take the steps It had. 

Hurvltz said he hoped the public 
as a whole would learn from El Al 
and join In the effort, so that every 
sector of the economy m aintaine d 
Itself without government aid. 

The finance minister said he 
wanted to thank all El Al 
employees, and the company's 
management, for the efforts they 
had made to conclude the wage 
negotiations within the deadline set 
by the economic cabinet.

Arabs will challenge 
Eilon Moreh extension

Arab villagers whose land was 
requisitioned for the Ellon Moreh 
settlement group will go this week 
to the High Court of Justice to 
challenge the cabinet's decision to 
extend the settlers stay there. 

It was still not clear whether or 
how the state would defend the deci- 
sion. Attorney- General Yitzhak 
Zamir, who warned the cabinet 
against any extension, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night he would 
have to study the appeal before 
deciding what to do about it. 

In explaining to reporters the 
decision to appeal to the High 
Court, the Arabs' attorney, Aznnon 
Zichroni, accused the government 
of “abetting trespassers" by allow- 
ing the settlers to stay where they 
are until the alternative site Is 
prepared for them. 


(The cabinet on Sunday bad 
decided to extend the original (our 
to six weeks deadline by "about five 
weeks'* because the JabaJ Kabir 
site la not ready.) 

The government had no right to 
allow the settlers to stay on the 
villagers' lands, Zichroni continued. 
The High Court had explicitly ruled 
that the order, which requisitioned 
700 dunams there for Jewish settle- 
ment was illegal because It con- 
tradicted the Hague Convention. 

Since the land was not the state's, 
tbe cabinet had no business exten- 
ding the settlers stay on it. Zichroni 
argued. 

Accordingly, he and attorney 
Ellas Khoury will appeal to the 
High Court of Justice on behalf of ll 
villagers who own some 370 dunams 
at the site. Part of the tracts owned 
by the would-be litigants are in the 
area where the settlers’ caravans 
are parked, Khoury told The Post. 


No-confidence motion 
on Eilon Moreh delay

Jerusalem disappointed 

Carter ups aid 
package by 
only $200m.

WASHINGTON. — President 
Jimmy Carter has decided to 
Increase U.S. old to Israel by an 
additional 3200m.. the White 
House announced yesterday. 

(The announcement was received 
In Israel political and economic 
circles with disappointment and 
concern, especially In view of 
Defence Minister Ezer Weinman's 
optimistic mood following his 
meeting with Carter on Friday and 
In his comments to the press on his 
return to Israel yesterday. See 
story, below). 

The additional aid, all of which 
will be In the form of an interest- 
bearing loan, will be a "one-time 
only” arrangement and added to 
the special peace treaty 
supplemental aid package ap- 
proved last year. 

Thus, administration officials 
stressed, the 3200m. will not be pari 
of this year's regular foreign aid 
programme, which, therefore, will 
retain the same $1.785b. in 
economic and military assistance 
approved lost year. The new aid is 
for the U.S. fiscal year from Oc- 
tober 1980 to September 1981. 

Earlier reports that the aid in- 
crease would be 3400m. were in- 
correct. 

Of the 3i.78b. received, 31b. is far 
defence. Israel's request for 33.45b. 
included Sl.Sb. for defence. 

In announcing the aid increase, 
the White House said Carter's deci- 


sion was made “subsequent" to the 
visit to Washington by Welzman. 

The announcement based the 
decision on the recent inflation in 
Israel as well aa Its balance of 
payments deficit. 

The statement also referred to 
the "tough austerity measures'* un- 
dertaken in Israel since November. 

Referring to the administration's 
effort to hold down federal spen- 
ding, the White House noted that 
the 3200m. loan reflects America's 
"sympathy" for Israel's security 
and well being. 

The interest on the 3200m. In 
foreign military sales credits will 
be the same approved for tbe 32.2b. 
loan for Israel In tbe peace treaty 
package, which also included 
3300m. In an outright grant. 

The Interest Is roughly the same 
as the cost of money to the U.S. 
Treasury, currently running at 
about 10 per cent, which is still less 
than the "prime" commercial rate. 
Israeli officials, while pleased that 
Carter had decided to increase the 
aid, were at the same time disap- 
pointed that the aid did not come in 
the form of an outright grant or at 
the very law "concessionary" In- 
terest rates of about 2 or 3 per cent. 

The 3200m. were Included In the 
supplemental aid package, rather 
than as part of next year's regular 
foreign aid bill, largely so that 
Israel would not come to expect the 
loan every year. 

"It's a one shot deal," an official 
said.

More cuts feared

Even the upheavals in Iran and 
Afghanistan have failed to deter the 
U.S. from cutting economic and 
military aid to Israel -in real terms, 
experts in Jerusalem observed last 
night. They predicted even more 
drastic cuts In the future. 

Israel will have to adjust to the 
new situation and build the 
economy accordingly. 

The decision to give Israel a 
3200m. loan at 9 per cent interest is 
practically meaningless, they said, 
since Interest on the world market 
is 13 per cent. Defence Minister 
Ezer Welzman and Finance 
Ministry Director-General Ya'acov 
Ne' eroan thus failed in their mis- 
sion to Washington last wefek, the 
observers felt. 

Defence sources said yesterday 
that Israel would have to seriously 
reduce its production of planes and 
missiles as well aa its ammunition 
stocks. Army exercises will be 
reduced and will use less live am- 
munition. 

When they recover from the 
shock of the U.S. response. Defence 
and Finance* Ministry officials will 
begin a series of discussions on 


plans for the defence system. 
Defence ministry sources said they 
had been expecting the U.S. to ap- 
prove at least 32.6b. In aid. 

The deputy director-general of 
the Bank of Israel, Dr. Eli ezer 
Sheffer, told The Post yesterday 
that he feared tbe balance of 
payments deficit' would reach |5b. 
this year, if the government falls to 
implement all the steps it has decid- 
ed on. 

Only If there are manpower cuts 
in government service. If salaries 
are frozen and if the budget is cut 
by 4 to 6 per cent will it be possible 
to come out with a deficit of 34b., 
which is the figure estimated in 
1979. 

Sheffer said Israel will be able to 
manage lor the next two or three 
years because of annual Imported 
government capital of SI -8b. and 
imported private capital of 32.2b., 
as well as special aid from the U.S., 
which comes to fSb. for the next 
three years, to cover evacuation 
from Sinai and building in the 
Negev. 

Finance and Defence Ministry 
sources said the real cut in aid 
meant that about 4,000 employees 
will have to be dismissed from

Syrians hang 
cadet killers 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — Five Syrians 
have been executed for alleged In- 
volvement in the massacre of some 
SO military cadets in the northern 
Syrian city of Aleppo last June, the 
Christian Fhalanglst radio reported 
yesterday. 

The radio said four people were 
hanged and one shot last Wednes- 
day In the central prison in 
Damascus. There was no confirms 
tion from the Syrian capital. 

But Arab diplomatic sources In 
Beirut confirmed that on execution 
had taken place at Damascus 
prison during the current national 
congress of the ruling Syrian 
Ba'ath party. 

The sources could not state the 
number executed or give details of 
their Identity. 


Israel protests 
Kreisky attack

Austrian Ambassador Ingo Muss!

formal protest at the chancellor's 
recent statement urging the need 
for Israel's government to be 
changed. 

Kreisky 'a remark was printed in 
an interview published on 
December 21 in “Le Figaro." 

Sasaon. having delivered the 
protest, treated Mussi to a review 
of the political situation in this 
area, noting drily that Kreisky's 
overtures to Yasser Arafat hod had 
effect whatsoever on the PLO.

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Court orders 
to vacate /kgiya 


NO-CONFIDENCE MOTION 


BEER SHEBA (Itim). -* Beduin 
living on the land at Lagiya in the 
Negev must vacate the site and 
band over possession to the finance 
minister so that a Beduin urban 
settlement can be built there, the 
District Court said here yesterday. 

Handing down judgment. Judge 
Gilad GUadl said that notice to quit 
was originally served in October 
1975 when the area in an official 
government publication was 
designated as required for public 
needs. 

The government had applied to 
the courts in December 1978. after 
the Beduin refused to quit the land. 
Hearings have gone on for the pest 
year. 

The court said the Beduin claim 
not to have known about the order 
to quit was disproved by the 
negotiations they admitted to hav- 
ing held with government officials 
as long ago as 1977 when they knew 
the land was required for public 
use. The court accepted the 
testimony of the Israel Lands Ad- 
ministration coordinator in 
Beersheba that the Beduin had 
been told of the acquisition order. 

While the Beduin claimed that 
they had rights to the land at 
Lagiya dating back to the Turkish 
occupation of the country, they had 


neither claimed nor proved that 
such title was registered with the 
land registry. There was thus not 
even a need to send them official 
notification of the acquisition, but 
nevertheless they had been given 
notice, the judge said. 

As tor the claim that the 
re sp ondents had not understood the 
notice. Judge Giladi said that 
Hebrew was the state's official 
language, and there was no obliga- 
tion to translate a Hebrew notice 
into any other language, even if 
that language, too, waa an official 
language of the country. If the 
recipient of an official Hebrew 
document does not understand the 
document, it Is his obligation to 
have It translated, the judge deter- 
mined. 

The only Issue that remained for 
the court to decide was the right of 
the finance minister to demand that 
possession of the land be handed 
over to him. 

Ordering the respondents to 
relinquish possession to the 
minister, the court also ordered 
each of them to pay the government 
costs of Dul.

Three Arab council heads 
demand Koenig’s dismissal

TEL AVIV. — The heads of three 
Arab villages In Galilee yesterday 
condemned the “racist statements 
and practices" of the Interior 
Ministry's northern region com- 
missioner, Ylsrael Koenig, and 
demanded his immediate dis- 
missal. 

They were responding at a press 
conference to statements made by 
Koenig at a conference of Galilee 
local councils last Tuesday at Acre. 
Deputy Prime Minister Simha 
Ehrlich was among those atten- 
ding. 

At that conference. Koenig is 
alleged to have said that he knew of 
four Arab local councils receiving 
money from the PLO. channelled to 
them through European and U.S. 
front organizations. According to 
the three council heads, Koenig is 
alleged to have said that AH 
San’aHah. head of the Deir el Asad 
village council, personally received 
a cheque for $20,000 from the PLO. 
This extra money. Koenig is alleged 
to have said, enabled him to depose 


the previous head of the council and 
bring ex tr emist elements onto the 
council. 

MK Hanna Mwais (DFPE). head 
of the National Council of Arab 
Local Authorities, said of Koenig: 
“We have felt his hatred of the Arab 
population in the way he cut our 
budgets and in the way he con- 
sistently poisons Arab- Jewish 
relations Instead of working to im- 
prove them. He has prevented the 
development of Arab villages, 
destroyed houses and makes no 
secret of his hostility towards us." 

San’allah denied that either he or 
his village had received money 
from the PLO. He said that $20,000 
had been raised for the village by 
three bona fide European charity 
organizations for the specific pur- 
pose of building a community cen- 
tre in the village. He claimed the 
money had come from the Christian 
aid organization based In Britain, 
the Nordic Committee of Norway 
and ICCO from Holland. 

The third speaker yesterday, 
Mohammed Ibra of the village of 
Arraba, also denied ever receiving 
money from the PLO. 


was determined to find a formula 
whereby aid to Israel could be In- 
creased while retaining the same 
sum for Israel in the regular bill. 

In recent weeks, Israel had made 
a major effort to win an Increase.

Secretary of Defence Harold 
Brown telephoned Weizman on Sun- 
day evening, just before the 
defence minister boarded a flight 
for Israel, to inform him of the 
president's decision. 


Begin said the postponement of 
the transfer could not be construed 
as an affront to the High Court In 
any way. The attorney-general's 
function was to voice his opinion, 
and extend his advice, but it was up 
to the government to take the 
decisions. 

The committee discussion also 
veered around to the question of 

negotiations on autonomy for the 
Arabs of Judea, Samaria and Gaza, 
after Labour's Yitzhak Rabin com- 
mented that the negotiations 
appeared to be dragging out inter- 
minably. He got the impression 
from Interior Minister Yosef Burg, 
head of the Israeli team, and from 
other sources, that Israel did not in 
fact wish to reach agreement. 

At this point. Begin interjected 
that Israel did seek an accord on 
autonomy, and that there was no 
foot-dragging on Israel's part. 

“That may not be your intention, 
but that is nevertheless the impres- 
sion you cause,’ 1 Rabin replied. 


Some sources argued that Israel 
would have received that supple- 
ment in any case, while others 
credited Weizman with having ob- 
tained the increase. 

In any case, most Israeli sources 
here were disappointed that the in- 
crease was not larger and that it 
was not in the form of grants or 
“concessionary” loans. No one here 
expected Carter to meet Israel’s 
$3. 45b. initial request. However, the 
terms of the $2.2b. loan peace trea- 
ty package and the additional 
1200m. announced yesterday could 
be changed during the coming 
months. 

By mid-January, the administra- 
tion must report to the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee on 


the ability of both Israel and Egypt 
to meet their outstanding debt ser- 
vice obligations. 

There has been some talk in 
Congress to try to ease the terms of 
repayment of that loan, perhaps by 
using the regular procedure in the 
annual foreign aid bills of 
“forgiving" half of the repayment. 
While that would clearly ease 
Israel’s financial burdens, no deci- 
sion has yet been made. 

Because of Carter’s campaign 
promises to cut the budget and the 
worsening state of the American 
economy, the administration has 
been under strict orders to reduce 
the foreign aid bill by as much as 
possible. Several foreign aid 
recipients reportedly will have 
their sums reduced next year, U.S. 
officials said. 

Indeed, Carter Is reported to have 
told Weizman during their mooting 
that the president had given some 
serious «gti* — later rejected — 
even to reducing Israel's aid level 
next year. 

Both official U.S. and Israeli 
sources sought yesterday to put the 
aid Increase into some “proper 
perspective." 

Some unofficial Israeli 
observers, however, were com- 
plaining about the “setback,’ ' 
clearly disappointed that the In- 
crease was not larger nor the terms 
of repayment easier. 

Clearly. Welzman's generally up- 
beat remarks following his conver- 
sation with Carter had raised 
Israeli expectations. 

But a U.S. observer, who heard 
these complaints yesterday, shot 
back, "Look. Israel doesn't have to 
accept the loan if it’s so bad."

defence Industries and civilian In- 
dustries that supply . the .army. In 
keeping with the, .government plan 
to forgo 15,000 workers In the public 
sector dozing the next year. 

The government will be forced to 
hike the price of imports, perhaps 
with a more drastic devaluation, 
and to spur exports by every 
available means. 

Disappointment within the 
defence establishment here also 
stemmed from the fact that the U.S. 
bad failed to reduce the proportion 
of goods Israel buys in the U.S. ver- 
sus tbose Israel produces 
domestically with American aid. 
This Is a further blow to Israel’s 
defence industries. 

Finance Minister Ylgael Hnrvitz 
told The Jerusalem Poet last night 
that he waa grateful to the U.S. far 
its aid to Israel, but that this aid 
will not satisfy Israel’s needs in 
either the civilian or military sec- 
tors. 

Hurvitz said Israel would have to 
make a supreme effort to Increase 
export and cut imports. He thanked 
Weizman and Ne’eman for their ef- 
forts to increase the aid by going to 
Washington. 

Commenting on Israel Radio 
yesterday. Weizman said the U.S. 
reply had come as no surprise to 
him. He said he had foreseen the 
difficulties and had also expressed 
his opinions before leaving for the 
UjS. Israel, he said, roust unders- 
tand that the U.S.. too. is having 
financial difficulties. Had it not 
been for the latent efforts to per- 
suade the U.S. Administration of 
Israel's needs, we would not. he 


said, have achieved even the pre- 
sent level of aid. 


One cabinet minister, who asked 
to' remain unidentified, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that 
"Israel’s efforts for the sake of Mid- 
dle East peace should have been 
rated higher, especially at such a 
time of upheaval in this part of the 
world." 

Moshe Arens ME. chairman of 
the Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee, told the radio 
that he shared Welzman’s lack of 
surprise. 

But, he said, the cost of peace 
should have been considered before 
the Camp David peace treaty was 
signed with Egypt. Now, it is too 
late, and Israel ia committed. 
Arens said. He regretted that Israel 
had few means of pressure left, and 
they were clearly insufficient. 
Arena estimated that Israel's 
current repayments would leave lit- 
tle over from the latest U.S. aid.

Late Sunday night, the Russian 
compound police lounge, converted 
into the operations headquarters, 
filled with scores of drug squad 
detectives and the special duties 
branch ( latam ), who are specialists 
in the Arab section of the city. In 
addition, a platoon of heavily arm- 
ed border policemen were split into 
smaller squads and attached tc 
pairs or trios of detectives. There 
were also units equipped with dogs 
trained to smell out drugs. 

The briefing, which was marked 
by the tension of anticipated action, 
was given by R&v Pakad Rafl Pel- 
ed, the commander of the special 
duties branch, Bach squad was 
equipped with a file of arrest 
warrants and intelligence Informa- 
tion about the suspects. 

Fanning out throughout East 
Jerusalem, the detectives began 
the often lengthy business of finding 
addresses in the rabbit warren of 
the Old City or the refugee camp at 
Shuafat. In several cases, 
neighbour's helped or the detec- 
tives were guided by Informers 
whose Identity they were at pains to 
protect. 

One suspect was arrested in a 
filthy hovel. He was so drugged and 
drunk that detectives had to dresB 
him and almost carry him Into the 
waiting Jeep. In other cases, where 
suspects were known to be 
dangerous, border policemen were 
on hand In case of trouble and the 
suspects were searched thoroughly. 
Several weapons, mainly knives 
and brass knuckles, were seized. 

The raid opened up a seamy and 
sordid side of Jerusalem to laymen, 
a scene that police and city 
authorities are usually successful 
at hiding from the city's citizens 
and visitors. 

A series of visits to cheap hotels 
inside the Damascus and Lion's 
Gates netted a number of people 
with criminal pasts from cities all 
over the country and a purple- 
haired prostitute who was caught j 
with a convicted robber considered 
one of the major figures in crime in 
the eastern part of the city and the 
surrounding area.

Marcus Sieff to 
House of Lords 

LONDON (JTA). — Sir Marcus 
Sleff, the Anglo-Jewlsh leader, was 
made a member of the House of 
Lords In the New Year Honours 
List, published yesterday. 

Sir Marcus, who Is chairman of 
the Marks and Spencer retail em- 
pire, is expected to assume the title 
of Lord Sleff, which was held by his 

late father, Israel Sleff. 

Born In 1913, Marcus Sieff has 
always closely Identified himself 
with Zionism and Israel. His father 
waa an early associate of Chaim 
Weizmann and during Israel's War 
of Independence, Marcus served as 
a senior logistics officer with the 
Israel Defence Forces. 

A former chairman of the Anglo- 
Israel Chamber of Commerce, he 
has helped to make Marks and 
Spencer a major outlet for Israeli- 
made goods in Britain. He has also 
been an outspoken critic of the Arab 
boycott and his entry into the House 
of Lords will be a major boost for 
the pro-Israel cause in Britain. 

Army collecting 
‘borrowed’ items

Israeli civilians have until 
February l to return any army 
equipment or spoils they may have 
in their possession. After that, 
military and civilian police will 
come looking for it, the army 
spokesman said yesterday. 

During a recent holiday, military 
police set up a barrier at the en- 
trance to Eilat. Inspecting 
vacationers’ cars, they confiscated 
hundreds of thousands of pounds 
worth of army equipment. 

Among the Items civilians 
"borrow" are parkas, Bleeping 
bags, mattresses, blankets, shoes 
and portable gas burners. 

Ramat Gan will cut 
services to meet debt

Peled said that among the ser- 
vices to be cut are the school lunch 
programmes currently offered 
elementary school pupils. 


Soviet Jews 45% of total 

345,000 came on aliya 
during the past decade

Over 315,000 Jews came on aliya 
in the 1970s, with 45 per cent of them 
coming from the Soviet Union, 13 
per cent from North America and 
10 per cent from South America. 

The Absorption Ministry released 
the statistics yesterday as the 
decade closed And the i980z were 
about to begin. 

The best year? for aliya during 
the decade were 1972-73, when an 
average of 55,000 arrived annually. 
The fewest olim came between 
1879-77, when an average of 20,000 
arrived annually. In 1979. 38,000 
new immigrants settled here. 

The decade brought an Influx of 
13,200 engineers, 5,600 doctors and 
dentists, 6,400 technicians, 12,100 
teachers, 5,600 curses and 6,200 ar- 
tists, writers and composers. 

The newcomers of the 1970s mov- 
ed into 76,000 publicly built housing 
units and 20,000 mortgaged flats, 
bought on the private market. 
About 30,000 of the olim families 
settled In development areas, 20,000 
in Jerusalem and the rest in other 

parts of the country. 


The ministry did not disclose how 
many of the oUm have since left the 
country. 

In Moscow, Western officials say 
the Soviet Union let a record 
number of Jews emigrate in 1979 in 
an apparent effort to attain better 
trade terms with the West, ratifica- 
tion of the SALT n agreement and 
other key foreign policy goals. 

The officials say nearly 50,000 
Soviet Jews left the country by the 
end of the year, a major jump over 
the previous record of 35,000 In 1973. 
Many Armenians also left in 2979. 

Western estimates say 50,000 to 
100,000 Soviet Jews may atill be 
awaiting permission to leave. Ebt 
Soviet analysts have told Western 
visitors that Moscow already ex- 
pects some kind of recognition from 
the West for the major jump In 
emigration so far. 

But one Western official concedes 
It la impossible to tell If Increased 
Jewish emigration will continue: 
Into this year. He indicated, 
however, that he expects the totals 
to drop off at least until after the 
frenzy of preparations for the 2980 
Moscow Olympics.

Controlled economy backed

TEL AVIV. — Most Israelis favour 
a controlled economy, according to 
The Jerusalem Post poll conducted 
by the Modi 'in Ezrachi applied 
research centre among 1,305 adults 
a fortnight ago. 

Asked, "What Is the more ap- 
propriate economic system for 
Israel?" only 22 per cent replied 
they favour a free economy. 

A controlled economy was 
favoured by 73 per cent, and 6 per 
cent said they were undecided or 
gave no answer. 

According to centre director 


Amlram Yarkonl, there was more 
support for a free economy among 
those at the top end of the 
educational and Income scale. A 
free economy was also more heavi- 
ly supported by the secular than the 
religious and by readers of 
"Ha'aretz" more than by those of 
any other paper. 

A greater advocacy of controls 
was found among members of the 
Oriental communities. 

Only 31.3 per cent of those who 
said they backed the Likud, and 25.7 
per cent of Agudat Yiarael sup- 
porters. said they favoured a free 
economy.

The money waa allegedly 
to be used to pay for the August 
visit to Israel of a group of 70 
French students. 

Hadar is said by the prosecution 
to hav? told Benlsso that if the 
money was not forthcoming, the 
students' trip would be cancelled: 
But, it is claimed, he pocketed the 
money instead of passing It to the 
agency which did, In fact, cover all 
the students* expenses in Israel. 

The court was asked yesterday 10 
hear testimony from Benlsso within 
the next few days. Benlsso, who 
arrived in Israel recently and has 
already made a deposition to the 
police, is due to leave soon. 

But the court has not yet ruled on 
whether it will, as asked, order 
Hadar held, or hear Benlsso's 
testimony. 

Gov’t will study 
kindergarten fees

A flood of protests from parents 
has prompted the Education 
Ministry to re-examine Its decision 
of last week to allow private 
kindergartens to charge IL1.850 a 
month per child. 

A ministry spokesman yesterday 
announced that the ILd.850 fee. per- 
mitted from December, will remain 
in force until it is superseded by a 
new decision, If any. 

Lost week's decision was based 
on the findings of a public com- 
mittee which recommended that 
fees be Increased from IU.800 to 
IL1,8S0. The organization of private 
kindergarten teachers ha'd 
previously demanded that they he 
allowed to charge IL2,080. 

The ministry has decided in prin : 
jdple to establish a special fund Jo 
help' 'needy parents -to" eend their 
chlldSren'to private kindergartens, 
before they go to compulsory 
kindergarten. A ministry source in- 
dicated that some IL5m. would be 
earmarked for the fond and that the 
criteria and means of distribution 
of grants from It are now being con- 
sidered.

SALISBURY (UPI). — Police 
yesterday called In reinforcements 
and used billy clubs and dogs to 
contain a jeering crowd who turned 
out at Salisbury airport to greet the 
arrival of more guerrilla liaison of* 
fleers from Mozambique and Z&m- 
bla. 

The crowd of several thousand 
taunted the police, but retreated In 
waves whenever they were charg- 
ed. One man, hit in the leg by police 
fell down groaning, but the rest 
managed to stay out of range of the 
swinging clubs. 

The crowds had gathered to 
welcome 48 liaison officers from 
both wings of the Patriotic Front 
led by Joshua Nkomo's military 
chief, Gen. Durolso Dabengwa. 

Dabengwa said Uxe 28 violations 
that have marred the first three 
days of the Rhodesian truce were 
unfortunate, and none had been 
committed by his side. 


“We mean to make the cease-fire 
hold, and have every confidence of 
the goodwill on both sides," he said. 

Ironically, the 24 men from each 
wing flew Into the airport in 
Beecher aft planes chartered by the 
Front from & South African com* 
pany. 

The liaison- officers were being 
followed by the first of the Front's 
political teams. They will start 
making arrangements for In* 
dependence elections at the end or 
February. 

Rhodesian troops, meanwhile, 
patrolled eastern border areas un* 
der orders from British Governor 
Lord So Bines to stop guerrilla in* 
filtratlons in violation of the truce. 

In Cairo, Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Butros Ghall said 
that Egypt will recognize the new 
regime In Rhodesia immediately 
when it Is established and will aid it 
"in all fields." 


Thais want refugee camps 
demilitarized by UN force 


BANGKOK l UPI). — Thailand ask- 
ed the UN yesterday to dispatch an 
unarmed security force to the Kam- 
puchean border to supervise the* 
demilitarization of two massive 
refugee camps. 

Air Marshal Siddhl Savetsila, 
secretary-general of the Thai 
National Security Council, said the 
Thai request backed a French 
proposal that the more than 800.000 
refugees huddled an the border be 
left In place under UN supervision. 

“We would like UN forces, armed 
only with whistles, to come in and 
supervise the Ban Non M&k Mun 
camp, where there are 300,000 peo- 
ple and the Nong- Samed camp, 
where there are 200,000 refugees," 
Siddhl said. 

“Their first job would be to 
demilitarize tbe two camps — 
demilitarize them at Khmer Serel 


Anti-Communist Khmer Serei 
troops currently use the two camps, 
located along the Thai* 
Kampuchean border, as bases 
against the 200,000 Vietnamese 
troops inside Kampuchea. Vietnam 
has also accused Thailand of allow- 
ing the Khmer Rouge troops of the 
deposed Pol Pot regime to use the 
border region as a safe haven.

Shariat- Madori. to avenge a militia 
attack last Thursday night on their 
political party headquarters in this 
northwest provincial capital of 
East Azerbaijan. 

"Shariat-Madari. we ore your 
soldiers, we will die for you" 
chanted the crowd, which lit up tbe 
dark night with bonfires os it 
assembled In front of the heavily 
fortified Moslem Peoples Republic 
Party, the political organization 
loyal to Shariat-Madari . 

Inside the mauve-coloured 
building that once was occupied by 
the political party of the deposed 
shah, dozens of masked and armed 
men, lined behind sandbags, pledg- 
ed to hold the militiamen until 
Knomeinl's hand-picked officials 
leave the province and jailed party 
members are freed. 

"If you let the hostages go, we 
will kill them ourselves," respond- 
ed the demonstrators, a loud, angry 
mob similar to the crowd that took 
over the television station and 
governor's office here two weeks 
ago after Komelnl forces shot a 
Shariat-Madari guard in Qom. 

Across town religious and 
political leaders loyal to Khomeini 
were trying to extinguish this latest 
in a series of regional uprisings that 
Is rapidly spreading throughout 
Iran and challenging the rule of the 
nation's spiritual and revolutionary - 
leader, Khomeini. 

Although negotiations were under 
way to bring abput a peaceful solu- 
tion, Khomeini supporters were 
planning retaliation unless the 
militiamen are released. "If we 
don't get them back, we'll march 
tomorrow," warned Sayed Hasson 
Hosaeini. a Khomeini represen- 
tative In the talks. 

Any clash with the mllitantly in- 
dependent and populoua Azer- 
baijanis would create grave 
dangers for Khomeini, who also 


faces local challenges from 
Baluchis in the southeast, 
Turkomans in the northeast, Kurds 
in the west and Arabs in the oil-rich 
southwest. 

The provinces of East and West 
Azerbaijan contain the largest 
national minority in Iran — fully 
one-third of the nation's population

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Unrest east of the Middle East 


By ANTHONY BY KAN 

INSTABILITY APPEARS to be chronic in the important region on the 
harden o! the three geopolitical unities of the Middle Sait, Central Apia 
and South Asia. 

Theaharp break in the former patterns of government since last year In 
Afghanistan, Pakistan and Iran has not yet led to a firmly-baaed govern- 
ment in any one of these three countries — nor la the outlook hopeful for a 
rapid setUmaotrt of the Internal difficulties within them. 

While hr Iran and in Pakistan the trend Is away from the West back to 
traditional Islamic models of government, In Afghanistan the pro-Moscow 
coup of President BabraX Karma! la attempting to transform Afghan socie- 
ty in the image of the Soviet Union. . 

There are few similarities, however, between the situations In Iran and 
Pakistan, in spite of the superficial common element of an “Islamic 
Revolution" In progress, and each country has its own different problems. 

The unstable situation In each country could conceivably produce within 
a short time a shift in the opposite direction —towards the Left in Iran, with 
a counter-reaction against Marxism in Afghanistan, and back towards a 
more secular society In Pakistan. 

Iran has felt the full force of divisions between Its ethnic minorities and 
the dominant group of Persian-speaking Moslem Shiites since the fall of the 
Shah in February. Nor is the rivalry over between the urban masses follow- 
ing Ayatollah Khomeini and the left-wing groups, outnumbered though they 
are by the fervent admirers of this passionate old religious leader. 

It remains true though that however much the Iranian Revolution has 
proved the vital force of religion as a political force in the modem world, 
religion has become a dividing force In Iran. Members of all the Sunni 
Moslem minorities la Iran are apprehensive about the prospect of the Shi’a 
Ayatollahs in power, as we should expect, after all. In the case of two rival 
Moslem communities with such a long history of mutual hostility. 

The rebellions of the Kurds, Turcomans and Arabs of Iran have come at 
this time because the weakness of the central government of Iran provides 
a perfect opportunity for the minorities to win autonomy or some degree of 
Independence from the centre. 

Under the Shah, power was increasingly concentrated in Teheran, deny- 
ing the provinces or large minorities (which are often the samel any real 
freedom — cultural as weH as political — from the dominance of the m ajorl- 
ty group. It will be the crucial test of Iran’s new governmentlflt can satisfy 
the legitimate demands of the country’s minorities, while preserving the es- 
sentia] unity of Iran within a looser federal framework. 

The popular revolution which swept the Shah from power la still going on, 
but .with the symbol of corruption and misgov eminent (i.e. the Shah) 
removed from Iran, the unity at street protesters has quickly proved to be 
ephemeral; it is every different and opposed visions of the future that the 
Islamic revolutionaries and the left-wing groups have, which cannot be 
-reconciled. 


Left-wing groups active in the oil Industry and other industrial sectors In 
Iran appear to be biding their time, waiting for disillusionment to grow 
Among the general population before venturing to oppose publicly the 
religious leaders' programmes. 

Unlike Iran, neither Pakistan nor Afghanistan has had a popular revolu- 
tion, but merely a change of regime Imposed from above by military eoups. 
This Is a fundamental difference, which gives a very different character to 
the Pakistani and Afghan governments, relying on military force to rule 
rather th&n popular consent, os in Iran. 

The martial law government of General Zls-ul-Haq is the successor of the 
military governments which have governed Pakistan since 1 U&, as well as 
the direct successor of the recently hanged former Prime Minister Zulflkar 
All Bhutto, and the continuity Is more striking to many cynical observers in 
Pakistan than are the differences. 

The changes in Pakistan’s British-influenced legal system, together with 
the ban on alcohol, have had a mixed reception, with middle class scep- 
ticism about the importance of these "Islamic reforms" but pleasure In 
some quarters. 

The architects of the "Islamic reforms" do not propose any fundamental 
changes in the economic or political order, and It is this neglect of 
Pakistan's pressing problems — in favour of a religious solution — that 
makes many people doubtful. 

There Is still uncertainty about the elections promsed by General Zia, and 
.the conditions of freedom under which any elections would be held. The 
future stability of Pakistan will certainly be helped by the coalition of the 
more Important political parties (out of the many that flourish in the coun- 
try), if that is the result of the elections. 

Afghanistan's internal difficulties have arisen out of the opposition to 
radical change imposed from above over a profoundly conservative and In- 
dependent society. The civil war has become more serious in central as well 
as southern provinces, and the pro-Moscow regime looks increasingly In- 
capable of crushing Its opponents. 

Afghanistan la, after all. the weakest of the three states. In administration 
and military power, yet the Marxist government has attempted a much 
more radical programme of reforms than Its more powerful neighbours- In 
Afghanistan, moreover, resistance to the central authority has more 
chance of success than in the two neighbouring states. 

The mountainous regions of Afghanistan are ideally suited to guerrilla 
warefare, while the tribemcn can hold their own with units of the Afghan 
army. 

The Idea of close regional cooperation backed by Iranian money (much In 
favour In the era of the Shah) la now abandoned by Afghanistan, which 
blames both Iran and Pakistan for Its own Internal rebellions. The prospect 
for the region is continued instability, with the three states looking Inwards 
at their own problems, rather than attempting regional cooperation.

PLO perplexed by Gaddafi attacks 



BEIRUT. — Palestinian leaders 
are obsessed by the sudden violent 
row which has flared up between 
the. Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion and Libya — a row whose 
bitterness makes It as bad as any 
the PLO has had with other Arab 
regimes, even though It haa yet to 
explode into violence. 

PLO officials are alarmed by a 
situation which they are only too 
aware makes a mockery of the 
Arab- radical camp and its self- 
styled "Steadfastness Front" 
-against President Anwar Sadat's 
:peaoa moves. They are the more 
■distressed because they are at a 
loea to understand why they have 
been subjected to Gaddafi's wrath. 

Th ere appear to be two underly- 
ing reasons for the discord bursting 
into the open: money and power. 
'."Gaddafi hasn't contributed a 
. piastre to the PLO since 1978, said Abu 
lyad, Arafat's second-in-command, 
in a speech, recently. "Gaddafi 
wsttta'Iu w’ieMaVlBt'ed hands, 
yke those who do things for money. 
But I tell him on behalf of all the 


Palestinian people we are not 
employees and we don't want him 
to pay our salaries." 

During the same four-year 
period, Palestinian sources claim, 
the Libyan leader has contributed 
greatly to the more radical groups 
In the PLO, Including N&yef 
Hawatmeh's Democratic Front, 
Dr. George Hab&ah’e Popular 
Front for the Liberation of 
Palestine, Ahmed Jehrll'a Popular 
Front-General Command and a 
small group called the Popular 
Struggle Front — but not to 
Aralai's dominant Fatah group. 

All the PLO's terrorist groups are 
financed by Arab countries, and the 
organisation constantly fights to re- 
main Independent of the dictates of 
its financiers. 

Fatah Is by tar the largest of the 
FLO’s eight main groups, and con- 
servative Saudi Arabia Is Its 
biggest dbntributor. Fatah claims 
90. per pent of the PLO rank-and- 
file, controls He >LO 

through his leadership of Fatah. 

' However, smaller contributors 


like Libya cannot be Ignored. 

Diplomatic sources here say the 
danger for the terrorist movement 
la that Gaddafi will press the 
smaller groups for loyalty, thus 
fomenting more disunity In the 
overall organization. 

The Libyan leader reportedly op- 
poses Arafat's personalized 
diplomacy, his search for 
diplomatic recognition in Europe 
and ultimately from the United 
States, and his hints that he would 
be satisfied with an Independent 
state made up of the West Bonk and 
the Gaza Strip — rather than 
eliminate Israel. 

But differences have existed In 
the past without erupting Into dis- 
pute, and Gaddafi's position is so 
riddled with contradictions that it 
has been easy meat for the PLO’s 
C ounter-propaganda. 

One of the major factors in the 
row Is undoubtedly the affair of the 
missing Lebanese Shla Moslem 
tender, the imam Moussa Sadr, 
who disappeared at the end' of a 
visit to Libya In 1978. 


However, Palestinian Insiders 
believe even this may be a symp- 
tom rather than the cause of the 
crisis. .Apart from those who sub- 
scribe ' to an unscientific lunacy 
theory of Libyan politics, there is a 
strong feeling that Gaddafi's antl- 
PLO actions stem from a driving 
fear that his country may be the 
target of military action — an 
American-backed Egyptian Inva- 
sion — as a spin-off of the Iranian 
affair. 

Advocates of this theory point to 
Gaddafi's recent interview with the 
"New York Times," in which he 
assured the Americans of his 
eagerness for better relations and 
Willingness to continue supplying 
America with oil. 

They see this ingratiation, and the 
row with the PLO aa a two-pronged 
policy aimed at defusing any 
military adventure such as seemed 
to be hinted at by reports of Egyp- 
tian -preparations on the western . 
border with Libya.

Khomeini settles Iran’s 
accounts with Baghdad

TEHERAN. - Relations 
between Iran and Iraq, the two 
biggest military powers on the 
gulf, have plunged close to 
breaking point — with each aide 
accusing the other of working 
for the United States and Israel. 

Linked by cordial ties during 
the last four yean of rule of the 
deposed Shah of Iran, the two 
neighbours have been Involved 
in a series of border incidents 
since last February's Islamic 
revolution here. 

It brought Sbla Moslem 
clergymen to power for the first 
time In a modern mate and caus- 
ed deep concern across the 
border in Iraq, whose 

predominantly Sunni Moslem 

leadership rules over a Shla 
majority of just over half the 
population. "The Islamic 
revolution struck fear into the 
heart of every Arab ruler, from 
tbe Atlantic to the Gulf," says a 
Western diplomat here. "But 
most of all It frightened the Ira- 
qis who have visions of their own 
Shlas spurred into revolutionary 
action by their co* religionists to 
the east." 

The Middle East neighbours, 
whose rivalry haa roots deep In 
history, have now seized upon 
the occupation of the U.S. em- 
bassy in Teheran to accuse each 
other of the worst sin in the Mid- 
dle East political vocabulary — 
working for U.S. Imperialism 
and Zionism. 

Commenting on the occupa- 
tion of the U.S. mission, where 
SO Americans are being held 
hostage since November 4, the 
newspaper of the ruling Baath 
party of Iraq declared: 

"There Is no longer the 
slightest doubt about the con- 
nection between tbe irresponsi- 
ble acts of the Teheran rulers 
and aggressive American 
designs. Zionist ambitions, and 
the Camp David conspiracy..." 

According to the Iraqi ver- 
sion. the Islamic revolutionaries 
running Iras engineered the em- 
bassy takeover to give the U.S. a 
pretext for military intervention 
in the Middle East and the oc- 
cupation of Its oil regions. 

The very day "al-Thawra" 
newspaper carried this allega- 
tion, Iran's Foreign Minister. 
Sadeq Ghotbzadeh, appeared on 
national television to state that 
Iraq "follows the line of 
American imperialism and has 
links with Zionism." 

He added; "So, now I am 
stating firmly that our patience 
la limited and they (the Iraqis) 
must be careful and stop their 


plots because they cannot abuse 
our patience and our humanity 
Indefinitely." 

Less than two weeks later, the 
Iranians accused Iraq of sen- 
ding a band of saboteurs into 
Iran to stage an attack aimed at 
undermining Teheran's 
“righteous struggle against the 
United States" as reflected by 
the embassy seizure. 

Far-fetched as they seem to 
people elsewhere, such charges 
serve to underline that relations 
have reverted to the frosty state 
of tbe early 1970s, when Iranian 
support for Kurdish rebels in 
Iraq brought the two countries 
close to all-out war. 

Armed conflict between Iraq 
and Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini's Islamic republic 
would have major impact on the 
West and the world economy: 
Iran and Iraq ore respectively 
the second and thlrd-blggest oil 
producers In the Organization of 

Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC). 

But in both Teheran and 
Baghdad, officials dismiss 
Western speculation that Iraq, 
emboldened by the Internal 
trouble in Iran, was considering 
action to take over the oil fields 
in Iran's Khuzeatan province on 
the border with Iraq. 

Officially termed Arablstan In 
Iraq, the province has a large 
population of ethnic Arabs who 
have been Involved in clashes 
with Iranian government 
troops. 

Iran haa accused Iraq or en- 
couraging ethnic dissidents in 
both Khuzeatan and Kurdistan. 
According to Independent 
sources in Beirut, Iraqi 
authorities looked the other way 
when a limited quantity of light 
weapons was smuggled Into 
Khuzeatan from Iraq earlier lost 
year. 

Anxious to assume the role of 
policeman of the Gulf which fell 
vacant when the Bhah was 
ousted last January. Iraq has 
just begun to double the size of 
Its navy, according to Western 
diplomats in Baghdad. Iran in- 
sists it has completely aban- 
doned the Shah’s big power am- 
bitions. 

Despite their long-standing 
reputation in the West as radical 
leftist militants, the Iraqi rulers 
enjoy far better relations with 
the arch-conservative Saudi 
Arabian royal family than with 
South Yemen, the Arab world's 
first Marxist state. 

. Iraqi anti-Americanism, 
featured dally In the official 
media In Baghdad, has not 


prevented Iraq from turning the 
U.S, Into ite fourth biggest 
trading partner, even without 
the benefit of formal diplomatic 
relations. 

Iran has translated words into 
deeds by allowing student 
' militants to seize the U.S. em- 
bassy 'and provoke an un- 
precedented crisis with 
Washington. 

More truly rejectlonist in 
spirit than any Arab country of 
the Middle East, Iran now 
follows a policy identical to that 
of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization (PLO) . 

"There is no doubt that Iraq's 
rulers were more on the some 
wavelength with the Shah's 
government than with the 
Ayatollah," said a Western 
diplomat In Baghdad recently. 
"They spoke the same language 
— of power and repression." 

Before the Shah and Saddam 
Hussein, now President of Iraq, 
signed an agreement of concilia- 
tion in Algiers In 1976, Iran arm- 
ed and supported Kurdish rebels 
in the Iraqi part of Kurdistan. 

The Kurdish revolt flared into 
full-scale conventional warfare 
in 2974 but collapsed when the 
Shah withdrew his support in 
return for border concessions 
from Iraq on Shatt el-Arab, the 
mighty estuary formed by the 
meeting of the rivers Tigris and 
Euphrates. 

Now the Iranians are accusing 
Iraq of helping Iranian Kurds 
fight the Ayatollah's soldiers. 

The 79-year-old Iranian 
revolutionary leader, deported 
from his home country in 1968, 
was granted asylum in Iraq and 
lived in the Shia holy city of Na- 
jai for 14 years. 

Iranian officiate aay the Iraqis 
expelled him at the request of 
the Shah. Ayatollah Khomeini, 
diplomats here aay, Is not likely 
to forgive or forget the Iraqis for 
asking him to leave. 

Early this month, the 
newspaper of Iran's ruling 
clergy, "Islamic Republic," 
reported with barely concealed 
glee that thousands of people 
had taken part In "massive and 
glorious demonstrations" by 
devout Shlas in the Iraqi holy 
city of Kerbela, near Najaf. 

The newspaper said the crowd 
had clashed with agents of the 
Iraqi government and put the 
casualties at 12 dead and 84 
wounded. 

"Islamic Republic" did not 
explicitly say so, but to most 
readers the conclusion was ob* 
vtous: "This 1a bow it started in' 
Iran." (Reuter)

HAIFA. — Imports dropped sharp- 
ly In December with some com- 
modltie. even being- returned to 
suppliers, as importers, unable to 
pay (or the goods, see no demand 
(or them in the near future. 
Chamber of Commerce secretary 
A rich Mehouial said yesterday. 

“Last month importers cleared 
up to 40 per cent fewer goods in the 
port because of the credit squeeze. 
If that la a foretaste of what will 
happen In the 80s. It may well mark 
a return to economic sanity after 
years of spurious prosperity In 
which we live above our means." 
Mehouial said. 

Other symptoms of the new trend 
are a reduction of waste and 
savings across the board, like 
sharply reduced spending on enter- 
tflinment, gifts and even on 


telephones, postage and manpower. 

Storage areas In all three ports 
are now clogged by unclaimed 
goods, and traders have cancelled 
. or reduced many orders. "In the 
next' few months this will be felt 
more sharply,” the chamber’s 
secretary said. Many manufac- 
turers and traders, faced by a 
shrinking home market, are now 
trying to find outlets for their goods 
in overseas. markets. 

The 10 per cent deposit now im- 
posed on all imports, which must be 
. paid together with customs dues, 
has not been much of a brake In 
reducing the flow of imports, 
Mehouial said. In Italy the govern- 
ment has imposed a 60 per cent 
deposit payable on custom 
clearance, and that rate Is making 
a real difference there, Mehouial 
sold. 


Post's weekly inti edition 
entering second ‘millennium’

The 1,000th edl.tion of The 
Jerusalem Post overseas edition 
was published this week. The Idea 
of an overseas edition was born In 
the late fifties. In the mind of the 
paper's founder and then editor-in- 
chief, the late Deration Agron. 

Agron believed that there was & 
large potential readership for The 
Jerusalem Post overseas. He 
thought also that the paper would 
serve a need of readers abroad by 
giving them an Informed insight 
Into Ufe and politics In Israel and 
the Middle East. It would also 
strengthen links between Israel and 
the Diaspora. 

As he saw it, the weekly edition of 
The Post should consist of a 
carefully-gleaned selection of 
material which had appeared the 
previous six days In the dally local 
edition of the paper. 

In 1996, Gershon Agron took & 
leave of absence from The Post to 
serve os mayor of Jerusalem. Nam- 
ed as the paper’s acting editor and 
managing director was Ted Lurie, 
and It was he who supervised the 
beginning of the new editorial pro- 
ject. He served as editor of The 
Jerusalem Post until his death In 
1974. 


The first Issue of the new weekly 
.appeared In the autumn of 1909, six 
weeks before Gershon Agron died. 
It was called "The Jerusalem Post 
Weekly'' and consisted of eight 
pages — nine columns, and full- 
sized. like the daily Post. 

Circulation grew slowly but 
steadily, spurting during the 1967 
Six Day War. Circulation, which 
had hovered around the 7,000 mark, 
soared to 8,600 within weds after 
the war, and to 18,680 by 1968. It Is 
now over 19,000. 

Editor of the. weekly for the 
pioneer years of its existence and 
for many afterwards was Meir 
Ronnen. The Post's art editor. The 
present editor is Joe Blum berg. 

Now called The Jerusalem Post 
International Edition , the overseas 
weekly maintains its own circula- 
tion and advertising office for 
North America in New York City. 

Li Jerusalem, where the editorial 
material is selected and edited, an 
extra set of printer’s negatives Is 
made for the North American 
copies. 

All other subscribers in over 80 
countries in Europe, Asia, Africa, 
and In Australia and New Zealand 
— receive their copies mailed from 
Jerusalem. 


Refrigerated 
ships sought 
for poultry

TEL AVIV. — Poultry Marketing 
Board officials are presently 
searching for refrigerated ships to 
serve as floating cold storage 
plants for frozen poultry, since all 
the country's cold storage plants 
are choked to overflowing. 

Last month, the government, 
together with the hoard, lowered 
the price of frozen poultry in a 
move to boost sales. Concurrently, 
the price of frozen meat went up. 
and both poultry and beef met 
customer resistance which led to a 
build-up of stocks held in the cold 
storage plants. 

Subsequently, poultry abattoirs 
have cut hack on work, asking 
farmers to hold their poultry for 
longer periods. This has led to 
losses for the farmers, particularly 
after recent rises in fodder prices. 

Because they are now held 
longer, some poultry reach a 
weight of over two kilos and this 
has forced the board to Introduce 
a new grade 4 for extra large 
chickens. The board, concerned 
that housewives may not want to 
handle these large birds. Is now 
weighing the possibility of selling 
them to Industrial plants.

Some firms have no right to exist

TEL AVIV. — Some Industrial 
firms simply do not have an 
“economic right to exist.” The 
realities of the business world, and 
Israel's struggle to Increase Its ex- 
port and reduce Its advene balance 
of payments, dictate that these 
weak firms should go under, Gideon 
Patt. minister of Industry, Trade 
and Tourism, told The Jerusalem 
Post recently in an exclusive Inter- 
view. 

The minister denied that the com- 
panies’ collapse can be blamed only 
on the new fiscal measures recently 
instituted by Finance Minister 
Ylgael Hurvltz and “for which I 
take full and joint responsibility.**

day to day by a mlracL . 
ad d ing that undoubtedly the new 
measures might be the final step 
which would hasten their demise. 

Patt did not believe that these 
“industries with no right to exist” 
were concentrated necessarily In a 
specific field. 

“They are scattered throughout 
all branches of our Industrial un- 
dertakings, not especially in tex- 
tiles. For example, those textile 
firms which took our advice some 
time ago nnrf switched their orien- 
tation from the local market to ex- 
ports are not running into any 
trouble,” Patt said. 

Exports mean one thing to Patt; 
producing quality goods of inter- 
national standards, not continuing 
to produce shmates (rags). 

Patt noted that he has tried to 
protect local textile manufacturers 
from Importers who “dump” low- 
quality clothes on the market here. 
Israel imports approximately 
880m. worth of clothes a year. 

Patt said Ms ministry allows only 
high-quality merchandise into the 
country — and only through 
recognised Import agents. Also, he 
added, all garments most carry a 
sewn-ln label in Hebrew. 

Patt notes with a smile that the 
last step was not received very 
kindly in many countries. 

The minister believes that the 
ministry's moves will cause local 
manufacturers to Improve the 
quality of their goods. “If Baglr can 
export so successfully, there is no 
reason why other firms can't do 
so.” Patt said.

Li addition, Patt declared, ”1 
want to see an end to people buying 
Imported eults costing IL16.000 
when we can produce a suit of equal 
quality and style here for IL5.Q00.” 

Patt feels that the economy is 
moving towards a planned “slow- 
down”, and not a large-scale 
depression. 

“A slowdown can be a tremen- 
dous blessing In the long run for our 
economy,” he says. He Indicates 
that the steps now being taken by 
the government are aimed at 
preventing a slowdown from 
degenerating Into a depression. 

The initial aim of the planned 
slowdown Is to tame the in- 
flationary spiral, and then to 
reduce the adverse balance of 
payments. 

One of the basic elements con- 
tributing to inflation is an Increase 
In the flow of investments from 
abroad. In 1978, such Investments 
were 100-per cent over 1977; and In 
1979, they are 100 per cent over 1978. 

Each dollar arriving here has to 
be changed Into Israeli pounds, thus 
increasing the amount of pounds 
“running crazy In the market.” 
Moreover, exports continue to grow. 
One way to compensate the ex- 
porters was to make sure that the 
dollars they earned kept even or 
ahead of the coats of production. 
Again, the amount of pounds in cir- 
culation increased. 

(The method of compensating ex- 
porters by giving them “export In- 
centives” is not favoured by the 
present administration.) 

The country’s economic growth 
also contributes to inflation. “In the 


four years previous to 1978, Israel 
snce< 


experienced little or no economic 
growth. But in 1978, our economic 
growth rose by 6 per cent; and this

To bring the over-heated 
economy under control, t ae 
authorities instituted a credit 
squeeze, which decreased the 
amount of money available, as well 
as started to cut budgets. 

“By April, 1980. we will see the 
real results of our steps — if the 
government gives the two ministers 
moat responsible for the present 
slowdown policy — Hurvitz and 
myself — its unstinted backing, 
Patt says. He emphasizes, "So far, 
we have had this backing.” 

Patt predicts that the inflationary 
spiral will begin to alow down this 
month. He predicts that in the three 
month period from January to 
March the cost-of-living index will 
rise 8 to 7 per cent a month. 

“April should see it down to a or 4 
per cent a month,” he says. He 
believes that an inflationary rate of 
2 to 2.8 per cent a month — which 
perhaps can be achieved — will be 
'’excellent.” ■ 

"We can't reach zero Inflation.' 
He potato out the U.S. to fighting a 
IS per oent annual Inflation rate and 
Britain an 18 per cent annual rate. 

Oil prices fuel inflation. However, 
Patt rejects reports that In 1980 the 
country's “oil bill*' will bo about 
$2 .Zb. “If we figure on 930 a barrel, 
or a bit more, the oil hill should 
come only to |Llb. which in itself Is 
an enormous sum." 

On another topic, the government 
has recently confronted the issue of 
wage policy and worker discipline 
with a firm hand. About 160 finance 
officials in the Education Ministry 
were issued back-to-work orders 
and El Al has been ordered to trim 
Its sails. 

However, Patt deities there ie a 
unilled policy. "We are just show- 
ing who is bees," ho says. “Wo have 
decided to settle problems as they 
arise, and not allow them to build 
up pressure until they are out of 
control." 

Patt doesn’t think that the high 
rate of inflation and credit squeeze 
are driving away potential foreign 
investors. 

"During a, recent swing through 
the U.S., I met many potential large 
investors who were interested in 
coming here, and I asked them 
why. They said that Inflation played 
a minor role In their calculations, 
since they are not interested In the 
domestic market," he said. 

Investors are confident that as 
long aa the exchange rate la linked 
to inflation, they will get lull com- 
pensation for their dollar-income. 

Also, investors in Israel are not 
afraid of nationalization. “This is 
an enormous selling point when 
Americans tell you how badly they 
have been ‘burnt’ in Iran, Iraq, and 
other countries in Asia, Africa, and 
In South America,” Patt said.

"Israel Is starting to market 
goods In Egypt. Investors think that 
through Egypt their merchandise 
may reach not only other Arab 
countries, bnt also countries In 
Black Africa, such as Sudan, and 
many others." 

Israel, Patt claims, also offers 


skilled manpower at a price lower 
than that offered by other coun- 
tries. 

Patt quotes the calculations 
made fay one manufacturer who has 
several plants in Israel and more 
than a dozen big ones in Europe. 
The Industrialist says that the 
"price per sale hour,” the part of 
the sales price due to labour, is 
DM6 an hour in Israel, while It is 
DM16 In West Germany. 

Several big companies, mainly 
from the U-S-. are Interested In In- 
vesting from 999m. to 9109m. each 
in Israel. “With one of them, Intel, 
which Is based In America's West 
Coast, we are dose to signing an 
agreement." Intel, which makes 
computer components, plans to in- 
vest afloat 900m. Another American 
company Is Interested in Investing 
919m. Iif putting op a silo In Ashdod, 
Patt says. 

He says workers will come from 
the many plants which, now employ 
10 per cent more workers than they 
need. The credit squeeze will force 
these .companies to release their . 
workers. 

“I don't think this will lead to un- 
employment on any considerable 
scale, but it will provide workers 
for those wishing to employ them, 
especially In export-oriented in- 
dustries. 

"My goal when I assumed my 
present post waa to see that Israel's 
export of goods reached 94.26 billion 
in 1979/80, of which agricultural 
goods will be 9600m..” Patt says. 

He notes that many agricultural 
exports are possible only since they 
are subsidized In one form or 
another. If they had to be exported 
at "real cost,” they might be forced 
out of the market due to their high 
price. 

However, Patt still believes that 
there is plenty of room abroad to 
sell agricultural product*. ”We 
should continue to support the 
agricultural sector, while inten- 
sifying industrial exports.” 

The future of Israeli exports lies 
in industry, especially in industrial 
products benefiting from a high 
proportion of local research and 
development. 

"Industrial export* rose by 80 per 
cent during the current year. Even 
If we deduct inflation, we will have 
a real Increase of 20 per cent,” Patt 
says. 

However, he notes that he doeq . 
not Include export of diamonds lit ‘ 
the category of "industrial sx- 
ports.” 

Diamond exports foU by about 7 ■ 
per oent during the present year. • 

Patt sees using the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange as an instrument to raise 
money. The credit squeeze and the 
government’s policy of being selec- 
tive In financing new projects will 
force many companies to see the 
stock exchange as an instrument of 
raising capital. 

"I am planning to put some 
•hares of Israel -Chernies la (a gov-* 
ernment-ppoasored' umbrella com- 
plex which controls, among other 
companies, the Dead Sea Works 
(the phosphates and bromine 
plants) on the market soon. We are 
planning to Invest about 9260m. In 
expansion projects. 

“If the public now holds about 9 
per cent of Israel Chemicals, we 
hope to increase the public holdings 
up to 20 per cent,” Fall says.

The Israeli pound was devalued 
in 1B79 by 86.S per cent In relation to 
the dollar and by 94.04 per cent In 
relation to a selection of European 
moneys called the “basket of 
currencies." This emerges from 
Bank of Israel statistics. 

In the past such a drop in value of 
the pound would have elicited a 
general outcry and necessitated 
marathon cabinet sessions declar- 
ing huge devaluations In one fell 
swoop. But since the “new 
economic programme" of October 
1B77, devaluation has become dally 
routine. 

Most of the devaluation has been 
in the last 10 months, since the cen- 
tral bank began Intervening in the 
foreign currency market and ad- 
justing the level of devaluation to 
the level of inflation. 

And In fact, the rate of devalua- 
tion of the pound, plus the effect of 
the dollar’s Inflation — is per cent 
— comes to a level of inflation of 
213-114 per cent in Israel In the past 
year.

THE START of a decade must be second only to the beginning of 
a century in the temptation it stirs to predict Its plausible 
course. Should the temptation be resisted today, on the' 
threshold of the 1980's? 

Past experience strongly suggests that it should. It also seems 
to prove that the only certainty about the future is that anything 
can happen, and mast likely will. 

More precise forecasts may be obtained through the crystal 
ball, but they are apt to be somewhat ambiguous. What about 
futurology? Well, that old necromancy masquerading as a new 
science was one of the great disappointments of the 70'a. Its 
answers are determined by its questions, and the questions in ! 
turn are framed by the familiar milieu. 

The future, alas, promises the unfamiliar. When they were 
but around the corner, the 70's were widely foreseen as a decade : 
of probably steady economic growth, spreading freedom, and a ; 
strengthening* detente. 

They turned out to have been a period of OFEC dominion, 
rampant inflation, exploding genocide, running chaos, glorified 
terror, American retreat and Soviet expansion. 

On the other hand — there will always be that other hand — It 
is arguable that things weren't really as bad as all that The 
prophets of doom, never in short supply, were proven wrong: 
the world has not come to an end. A number of vicious tyrannies 
have in fact been removed. China has, to all intents and pur> 
poses, moved towards the West. 

In the Middle East, moreover, a start has been made, through 
the peace between Israel and Egypt, hi settling what used to be 
viewed as a wholly intractable problem, and a permanent 
threat to world peace. 

The order of the coming decade — the decade of 1984 — is to 
prevent the worst predictions of earlier soothsayers from com- 
ing true; a nuclear holocaust, the triumph of totalitarianism, 
the collapse of the world economy. 

A sure-fire recipe for success is not available. The best ad- 
vice, as Israelis of all people will acknowledge, is the old one: 
put your trust in God — or, as the case may be, in yourselves — 
and keep your powder dry. 

For all that, a happy new decade. 


Uncalled for endorsement 


ONE OF Defence Minister Ezer Weizman’s more engagingper- 
sonal qualities is his ability to cut through political double-talk 
and to express, in plain yet vivid language, his true thoughts. 

This typical sabra trait has undoubtedly contributed to Mr. 
Weizman's standing at the top of the country's popularity polls. 
For today’s younger Israelis, especially, like their leaders to 
talk straight rather than indulge in the rhetorical bombast 
favoured by the "old guard.'* 

Carrying such brash insouciance beyond Israel’s borders, as 
Mr. Weizman has now done in his open declaration of election- 
year support for President Carter as Israel's “friend in the 
White House," is however something else. It is a manifestation 
of political immaturity that is particularly worrisome in a politi- 
cian who has been virtually marked out as Premier Be gin's 
most likdly successor. 

Israeli leaders have long felt the attraction of becoming in- 
i volved in domestic American politics, and the pressure from 
American political leaders to so become Involved. 

The idea on both sides has been that Israel's attitude, for ex- 
ample on the choice of president, carries great weight with the 
influential American-Jewlsh community, and that it could be 
thrown with profit onto the political scales. 

Most of the time, however, Israel's leaders have found it both 
right and expedient to stay strictly neutral in U.S. electoral con- 
tests. This healthy tradition was broken only once, when 
Yitzhak Rabin, as Ambassador to Washington, made public his 
— and therefore Israel’s — support for President Nixon in the 
1972 election. 

In retrospect, the best that can be said for that capricious act 
of intervention in American internal affairs is that it did not 
materially affect the outcome of the poll that year. 

Nevertheless, the urge may still remain strong to try to 
reward this or that president — whether for his approving the 
supply of badly needed Phantom fighters, or for agreeing to in- 
crease the amount of U.S. economic aid. But the urge must be 
suppressed. 

What promises to be an exceedingly intense presidential elec- 
tion campaign is just starting in the U.S. This is the time, then, 
for Premier Begin to impress on all his cabinet colleagues the 
advisability of keeping silent on matters that do not directly 
concern Israel throughout the campaign. 

The penalty for falling to do so may be worse than the political 
storm unleashed in Washington by Mr. Weizman's simple- 
minded endorsement of President Carter — which, perversely, 
he in effect reiterated on his return home last night.

ENGLISHMEN are less likely to 
wear bowler hats, eat fish and chips 
or go to cricket matches than they 
were 30 years ago. But they still 
enjoy their daily pint of beer at the 
pOb. 

•Those were some of the findings 
oC a government survey published 
recently by Britain's central 
statistical office. 

‘The survey showed the bowler, 
hat — once the symbol of a proper 
English gentleman — has all but 
disappeared. Its last bastion is the 
central London business district.

The survey also showed Britons, 
like people In many Western coun- 
tries. are eating more take-away 
foods than they were 30 years ago.

‘what-if questions 


LEV NAVROZOV points to the dangers in what he sees as 
a total lack of foreign policy in the United States. 


LECTURING throughout the 
United States, I have found that the 
most difficult thing for my universi- 
ty audiences to grasp is that since 
the late 60s the U.S. has had no 
foreign policy — and, in particular, 
no Middle East policy. 

“How do you mean, no foreign 
policy? There must be some foreign 
policy/* No, there is none. 

It is the same kind of Imaginary 
paradox as the fact that there is no 
American intelligence work. Of 
course, there are Americans 
responsible for U.S. intelligence 
work (Indeed, more than 100,000 of 
them, consuming over 310b. a year] 
as there are Americans responsible 
for U.S. foreign policy globally and 
in various areas, such as the Middle 
East. But the existence of a body of 
officials responsible for something 
does not mean that that something 
actually exists, except in name. 

Foreign policy is, at the very 
least, one country's responses to 
another country's moves, if the first 
country makes no moves of its own. 
In other words, even if a country 
merely reacts to events, it has a set 
of answers to “what if/' For exam- 
ple, what If the Soviet regime 
overruns the western half of 
Europe? 


BEFORE THE mid-SCa the U.S. did 
have a foreign policy. To the ques- 
tion, “What 11 the Soviet regime 
overruns the western half of 
Europe?" the answer was: "The 
Soviets hav6 no means of delivery to 
nuke us, while we have sufficient 
means of delivery to nuke them. 
Hence, we will nuke them in retalia- 
tion. Therefore, they will not 


overrun the western half of Europe 
in the first place. Period." 

Today, when I ask “those respon- 
sible for U.S. foreign policy" this 
“what-If" — or any other "what-if" 
— they have no answer. What can 
they answer? What if Russia / 
Vietnam / China / Iran / Syria- 
. /Afghanistan does something in- 
tolerable, dangerous, fatal to the 
U.S.? To answer that the U.S. will 
“retaliate" Is childish. Aided by the 
Soviets, North Vietnam threw the 
U.S. out of South-east Asia. How can 
the U.S. retaliate for any action of 
any country as long as that country 
can rely on Soviet military aid (as 
North Vietnam did)? 

As for the Soviet regime Itself, the 
U.S. certainly cannot retaliate for 
its action, short of an all-out attack, 
for the Soviet regime is strategical- 
ly superior to the United States. 

To ask just one of thousands of 
"what : ifa”: What If the Soviet 
regime occupies Israel/In- 
di a/ Jap an /all of Africa? The ad- 
vocates of the existence of U.S. 
foreign policy begin to argue that 
each and every particular “what- 
if* * la intrinsically Impossible. The 
Soviet regime will never do 
something so wicked after Presi- 
dent Carter has kissed President 
Brezhnev so affectionately. The 
Israeli troops are so effective that 
the Soviet troops will be defeated. 
The other Arab countries will help 
Israel to defeat the Soviet troops. 
India is too populous for the Soviet 
regime to digest What does the 
Soviet regime need Japan for? The 
Soviets will not occupy all of Africa 
at once as long as they are allowed 
to take It over gradually, piecemeal 
and quite peacefully.

MOSES MENDELSSOHN 

To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post cannibal." This is 


Sir, — To read about the Moses 
Mendelssohn exhibition in Beth 
Hatefutsoth (November 30) is real 
pleasure for anyone who knows 
about the distorted image of 
Mendelssohn as a champion of 
assimilation cultivated by some 
Orthodox and xenophobic circles up 
to this day. 

On the other hand, no. one should 
paint the Prussian situation of 
Mendelssohn's time as idyllic: 
Mendelssohn had to fight an uphill 
struggle against the dominant 
powers of his time, which were not 
the enlightened literati of Berlin. 
Your reporter errs in describing 
Frederick “the Great" as “an ad- 
mirer of the Jewish philosopher." 
Contrary to legend, the two never 
met, and Frederick's aversion to 
Jewry did not spare Mendelssohn, 
who was one of the few persons who 
dared to criticize the literary 
production of the king. It was 
Frederick himself who vetoed 
Mendelssohn's election into the 
Prussian Academy of Science and 
prevented any improvement of the 
infamous Prussian "Regulations on 
Jews", which was justly described 
by Mirabeau as “appropriate to a 


cannibal/* This Is why It Is ex- 
tremely improbable that 
Mendelssohn would have decorated 
his living-room with a portrait of 
the monarch; the illustration to 
your article just shows the wishful 
thinking of the artist and of 
“German-minded" Jews in the 19th 
century in general. 

These facts are quite important 
for an understanding of the tragic 
experience of modern German 
Jewry, which was so handicapped 
from its verjr emergence. 
Mendelssohn should not be lauded 
for a role that he never performed, 
but neither should he be criticized 
for a fault which was not his: most 
of his children were quite young 
when their father died, and their 
later conversion did not reflect his 
influence, but the precarious situa- 
tion of Jews In modern society. 
Those Jews who remained Jewish 
despite secular education and 
social pressures were the true 
spiritual children of Mendelssohn, 
and it may be emphatically stated 
that nobody defected from Judaism 
because of Mendelssohn's influence 
— the opposite comes nearer to 
truth.

UNTIL RECENTLY, the U.S. was 
at least able to ship materiel to Its 
allies. But that was a transient ad- 
vantage. It is obvious that 
American naval routes will soon be 
unsafe, and the UJS. will be as Im- 
potent on high seas or in air as it has 
been in ground operations. 

The absence of U.S. foreign policy 
stems from the peculiar power 
structure of the U.S. today. It la the 
media per sc that ultimately rule 
the U.S. Under American laws, the 
government cannot run a 
newspaper or a television station. 
The U.S. "working class" can legal- 
ly have both, hut has been unable to 
run either. The sooaUed “conser- 
vatives,” said to account for the 
majority of the population, have few 
periodicals and only small local 
television stations. Hence, the 
media belong to a fairly politically 
homogenous milieu. 

Most of these "entertainers" are 
concerned with the next 20 years, 
not on more transcending con- 
cerns like "our children and 
grandchildren/* "our faith," "our 
country,” “our nation,' 1 
■■freedom.*' or “Western 
democracy." 

The U.S. foreign no-policy suits 
them. It seems to them that If the 
U.S. does nothing in the outside 
world, at least 20 years will pass 
before the Soviet regime takes over 
the rest of the world (excluding 
China) and proceeds to the U.S. 
(and China). 

Tie easiest way to fight the lion Is 
to throw your friends to him one by 
one in order to keep him busy. 
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Western Europe, Israel, Japan (and 
so on) are to be such friends to keep 
the Soviet regime (or other 
totalitarian militants) busy for the 
next 20 years. 

If the Soviets can ensure the flow 
of oil to the U.S. so that the 
American media people have 
enough for their homes and cars in 
the next 20 years, It is not clear why 
these entertainers should worry 
about whether the Middle East will 
be all-Moslem or all-Soviet or 
Moslem-Soviet. Besides, whenever 
Soviet occupation comes, it does not 
seem to this milieu as detestable as 
to warrant any special coats or dis- 
comforts.
